SECKET SERVICE 
ON MEXICAN LINE 


Chiof Wikie's Men Are Busy as Any 
in Army or Navy at 
Present. 


Washington, Mar. 16.—The United 
Slates secret service has been called 
into {he Mexican mixup and Chief Wil- 
kie’s men are as busy as any in the 
army and navy, 

To them has been given the task of 
lecating and keeping watch on every 
known fillibuster in the United States. 
There are a number of American ad- 
venlurers in the country who are ex- 
perl Sun runners. It has come to the 
ear of the government that there has 
heen much activity among these men 
since the despatch of the army to 
Texas aud the probability that the 
running of arms and ammunition across 
the border from Texas and Arizona 
was made more impossible.

Garza was be- 
lieved to be in league with a political 
parly in Mexico, He crossed the Rio 
Grande into that country, took a mili- 
tary post and put the commandant and 
a large number of enlisted men to the 
sword, 

The Mexican government appealed to 
this country to round up the filibusters, 
Who, after their raid, took refuge on 
the Texas side of the Rio Grande in 
the chaparral thickets and_/ various 
hiding places. It took the troops two 
years of most diMcult campaigning to 
round up Garza and his followers. This

It is quite within the range 
of possibility that the farming population in the country to the north 
and west of Edmonton will be more than doubled during the coming 
summer, the fact that there is no other homestead land of any conse- 
quence to be had anywhere else in the country, and the fact that the 
price asked for farming land is lower in the Edmonton district than 
anywhere else in the Canadian west, together contributing a magnet- 
ism which thousands of settlers will find irresistable. 

In the real estate line, business is brisk; but solid. Edmonton 
has always escaped from the element of boom which has cursed so 
many western towns, and while realty values are advancing rapidly 
in all parts of the city, it is recognized by the most conservative that 
the prices named are quite within reason. Unless the great influx 
of population leads to undue speculative activity during the course 
of the summer, the year 1911 will see the most satisfactory year in 
real estate that the city has yet experienced. 

In the building line, the situation is not as satisfactory. An 
enormous amount of building is on the programme for the summer, 
but a cloud looms in the labor situation. Contractors and mechanics 


are entering the season without any agreements, and the position 
may be described as that of an armed truce. It is hoped, however, 


that some satisfactory agreement can be reached before the season 


is very far advanced. 

Taken all in all, the bright spring days mark the opening of a 
season which is certain to be by far the most-successful season in 
the history of the city.” This is to be Edmonton's year, and it is cer- 


tain to be a good one.

Gadsby, of the Canadian Colilers, who is about as good an ob- 

server as there is in the Dominion and incidentally one.of the high- 


est-paid editors in Canada, seems to have “caught on” to the real 
situation with regard to the railway developments—or lack of them 


—in Northern Alberta. 


In last weeks’ Colliers he has this to say: 
Bond invostors in Groat Britain, Europe, and the United States 
are asking with tears in their eyes what Is to become of the $7,400,- 
000 In. real money which thoy put up In good faith to build a rall- 
way from Edmonton north the the MacKenzie River basin and open 
up a country fabulously rich. This money Is now on deposit In 
banks, and the now Alberta government Is passing made-to-order 
laws to confiscate the funds which were subscribed for one purpose 
and apply them to another. Naturally enough, tho promoters and 
bondholders of the projected Alberta and Great Waterways Railway 
aro fighting In tho courts this cold-blooded proposal to lay violent 
hands on their good monoy. Tho old government of Alberta, which 
stood for faith of contracts, was turned out, but tho findings of a 
royal commission exonerated them of any suspicion of grafting, 
Meanwhile, the Alberta and Great Waterways Rallway being either 
dead or In a trance, another scheme bobs up, to build a railway on 
tho blas from Fort McMurray to Battleford, there to Join the Cana- 
dian Northern and, leaving Edmonton In the lurch, drag all the Mac- 
konzie River trade out of Alberta into Saskatchewan and the East- 
ern Provinces. If this scheme goes through, the owners of the 
$7,400,000 will be more than human if they don't call it poetic 
Justice. There is very little to be sald for repudiation by any gov- 
ernment. It Is poor policy for the West to scare away money for 
railway dovelopment. Besides, there is the bad: example. i" 
Alberta can do this to a little railway, what couldn’t Ottawa do to 
a big one? i 
ABOLISHING 
MUNICIPAL * 
BONUSING 
Municipal bonuses to industries of any kind will be abolished and 
made illegal in Ontario, if Lieut.-Col. Craig, of East Wellington, 
gets his bill through the legislature. His intention is to repeal all 
clauses in the municipal act relating to bonuses. His bill contains 
specific prohibition of bonuses to manufacturing industries, iron, 
smelting or refining works, beet sugar factories, rolling mills or grain 
elevators. . The definition of a bonus is greatly enlarged in the bill 
for the purpose of prohibition. The idea is to make a bonus include 
any grant of money as a gift or loan, the guaranteeing of any loan, 
the gift of land, or leasing the land at a nominal rental, the carrying 
out of any Jocal improvements for the particular benefit or use of 
any manufacturing industry, the supply of light, water or power to 
any industry free or at rates less than those generally charged, and 
any act involving expenditure on the part of the municipality. 
Craig’s bill should pass. It is in the interests of the municipali- 


ties of Ontario and every other province that some such law should 


be enacted. But there will be opposition. Those villages, towns 


and cities which have no faith in their own destiny and which think 
it necessary to bribe industries to locate within their boundaries, 


Will consider the bill an infringement on their rights to do as they 
like with their own money. 

Manufacturing plants should not be taxed, neither should mer- 
cantile stocks. Let them all pay taxes on the land they*occupy, pay. 
their water and power and light rates and other duties all on an equal 
basis. Bonusing is a bad business for all concerned, except the fel- 


low who gets away with the money.

To Edmontonfans who were fortunate enough to know Stanley Ketchel, the late middleweight champion, person- 
ally, and also those who knew him through the extensive publicity given this wonderful fighter, it's apleagure to 
be seated with Barney Mullin, the well known ring artist, now in Edmonton, and in a friendly tete a tete listen to 
his reminiscences of the great boy who met such an untimely death from an assassin’s bullet. From a majority of 
those who speak of Ketchel in these latter day fanning bees, one hears but the rough side of the late champion, 
and it's delightful to listen to Mullin and have related sidelights that depict the character of one whose life was a 
smile from the time fortune smiled on him and whose heart was the largest a small body ever contained. 

Where sportsmen are wont to congregate, if the name Stanley Ketchel-is brought up, there ‘is certain to be 
someone who will spring up and revive the oft-told tale of the Michigander's adversity. It's “When J helped Ket- 
chel and staked him," and “When I provided him with a meal ticket," and “When I bought him a suit of clothes 
when he did not have a stitch to his back."”| Never a word about what Ketchel did. But let Barney tell his story:

I worked for Stanley Ketchel in his training camps for several years and never had the pleasure of meeting a finer 
fellow. On the square at all times, Stanley Ketchel was the greatest enemy Stanley Ketchell ever had. 1 have 
© I travelled throughout the United States and have not yet visited a town, no matter how small, where I have not 
| found at least one person who told me that he had helped Stanley Ketchel when the grand fighter was down and 
out before things broke good for him, 'f all of these people who claim to have helped Ketchel had given him 
but one dollar cach, Ke tchel would have had enough money to have been a strong factor in the financial world and 
would have been mingling with J. Pierpont Morgan and John D. Rockefeller. And I will say that if all of those 
whom Ketchel helped out with a piece of money when he was called upon had sent a mere “Forget-Me-Not" at the 
time of the funeral, the bier would have been completely hidden from view and would have required the services of 
a small army to uncover. 

Ketchel lived up to the adage which teaches us not to let the left hand know what kindness is forthcoming from 
the right. This may not be expressed just according to Hoyle, but those who are right will know what I mean, You 
who read this have heard the expression “A good fellow,” referred to as being the title best suited to one who is 
nothing more or less than a jackass, and I wish to state right here that Ketehel was a jackass because he was a 
good fellow who at all times stood ready to extend the helping hand.

IREYES, MEXICO’S 
GRAND OLD MAN 


Tho Idol of the Masses and Deadly 
Enomy of Present Adminis 
tration. 


Washington, D.C., Mareh 17.—Among 
persons here who possess first-hand 
knowledge of certain phases of the 
situation in Mexico by reason of their 
former residence in the southern re- 
public the opinion is almost unanimous 
that the man who is destined ultimate- 
ly to succeed Porfirio Diaz as the head 
of the government is Gen, Bernardo 
‘Reyes, for many years governor of the 
Stale of N Juevo Leon of which Monterey 
is the capital, Reyes is a man of over 
sixty years, able, enterpr ising and 
deeply be loved by the army. 

General Reyes was born in the City 
of Guadalajara and at the age of 16 
went into the ranks of the republican 
army, Which was then fighting the 
Prench invaders, He at once became 
noted for his gallantry and was a mili- 
lary personage of distinction before 
he had reached the age of 25. He was 
present al the siege of Querataro, when 
the Arehduke Maximilian was 
prisoner, After peace was restored he 
continued his military career and fy- 
ured in several minor revolutions with 
great valor, The battle of Villa Union 
was the scene of his greatest triumpa,. 
It was for conspicuous gallantry here 
that

fleld General Reyes was appointed mili- ; 
re governor of Nuevo Leon and held 

hat office until 1888, ven the civic 
natherilies took charge He was oul 
of the olliee only one ‘year when he 
was again chosen chief executive of the 
Ie served several terms and in 
1904 he was appointed minister of war 
Iby President Diaz. 

President Diaz was even then aware 
of the extraordinary popularity of the 
governor of the rich and prosperous 
State of Nuevo Leon, and it was said} 
that the real reason for the latter's 
appointment as minister of war was to | 
bring him to the city of Mexico, where 
a more watchful eye could be kept on 
his movements. The change, how- 
ever, worked to. the profit of General 
Reyes. He learned much through his 
association with Diaz, Limantour and 
other men of great ability within the 
government circles. As minister of war, 
moreover, he had many opportunities 
to strengthen his popularity with the 
army and it is said he used these to 
the best advantage, Among other things 
hie inereased the pay of the soldiers 
and introduced. many minor reforms 
that tended to beller their lot, It was 
generally believed at that lime and af- 


terwards thal the troops stood ready | 


lio follow Reyes in any movement. 

As a consequence, When Gen, Reyes 
resigned his post as minister of war} 
and again assumed his favorite ofllce 
los ¢ 
government continued to keep a sharp 
eye on him, In fact the government 
understood the situation so well that no 
sompiele regiment of troops ever Was 
left in the command of Reyes for more 
than six months. After that it was 
broken up on one or another xecuse 
and sent to some other part of the 
sountry. Aboul five years ago, when 
war threatened Guatemala and troops 
were rushed by the Mexican govern- 
ment to the Central American border, 
President Diaz was sick and there were 
fears for his recovery. Coincident with

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THE CAMMORA BAND IS 
ON TRIAL IN ITALY 


HAS LONG BEEN TERRORIZED BY DES- 


COUNTRY 
PERADOES AND MURDE 
FOR PRI 


Viterbo, Italy, Mar. 16.—-The trial of 
the 41 members of the Neapolitan Ca- 
morra, which has terrorized Italy for 
many years, was begun to-day. A jury 
was chosen more readily than had been 
anticipated and early in the afternoes 
Cavaliero Bianchi, the president of the 
oourt chosen by the ministry of justice 
to preside, opened the interrogation of 
the accused. Ife limited his questions 
to an inquiry into their personal re- 
eords. 

The prisoners are charged with the 
assassination of fellow members in the 
Camorra—Gennaro Cuoccolo and his 
wife, Marie Cutinelli Cuoeccolo, popular- 
ly known as “the beautiful Sorren- 
tina’’—but behind this charge are al- 
legations of numberless murders and 
robberies perpetrated by what is per- 
haps the best organized and most des- 
perate criminal society of modern Limes. 

Assassins of Petrosino. 

The real purpose of the government 
is to rid the country of this band. It 
is believed eyidence will be brought 
out that will throw light on the as- 
gassination of the American detective, 
Lieulenant Joseph Petrosino, at Pal- 
ermo in March, 1909, after he had been 
sent to Italy by the New York police 
departinent to seek information re- 
garding Italian criminals, 

18 was Petrosino who arrested En- 
richo Alfano, better known as_ Erri- 
cone, the alleged actual head of the 
Camorra, after the latter had fled to 
New York City. The American officer 
sent Erricone back to Europe and he 
was taken into custody at Havre. Pe- 
trosino’s death is believed to be the 
price paid for running down the man 
who for years had defled the author- 
ities of his own country, 

Tho murder of the Couceolos follow- 
ed because revelations made by one 
Gennaro Abbatemaggio resulted in the 
present prosecution, which was ordered 
by King Victor Emmanuel and pressed 
by Signor Fani, the minister of justice. 

Crowds Eager to Witness Trial. 

At daylight an enormous crowd 
gathered in the vicinity of the former 
shurch of San Francisco, which has 
been transformed into a court of the 
assizes. Other crowds surrounded the 
medieval monastery of Gardi, naw a 
penilentiary, where all but two of the 
prisoners have been confined, and the 
prison of San Lupara, in which the in- 
former, Abbatemaggio, and the one 
woman prisoner, Maria Stendardo, have 
been held. 

There was much excitement when 
the vans transporting the accused ap- 
peared from under the floors of the 
prison. The procession proceeded to 
oourt amid angry murmurs of the peo- 
ple. Precautions were taken against 
an allempt to free the prisoners, who 
had many silent sympathizers in. the 
throng. With the driver of each van 
were, seated a policeman and a car- 
bineer. Another soldier sat just in- 
side the door. Mounted carbineers 
surrounded each van, 

When the doors of the court were 
opened as many of the crowd as could 
rushed ip, occupying every available 
place. 

The crowd in the square before the 
building was so great that a company 
of infantry was called out to reinforce 
the carbineers and police. 

Within the attention of the onlookers 
was absorbed by the appearance and 
behavior of the prisoners. All appear- 
ed to be in good health with the ex- 
ceplion of Priest Ciero Vitozzi, who 
seemed to be ill, and Maria Stendarda, 
who limped as she entered. 

Priest is Privileged.
